Fire between two and three o’clock 
I his

destroyed 
the building 
at Chairman station oc­ 
cupied 
by 
the Clarence 
S. 
Martin 
store, the W estern 
Maryland freight 
and passenger 
office, and 
the Char- 
miun post office. 
The building, a two 
story fram e structure, 60 x .’IO feet, 
was owned by Mr. Martin who places 
bis Iota at $2000, partly covered by in­ 
surance. 
Jam es 
W. Hampton, 
the 
postmaster, has a loss of $lfiO. 
The fire, when first discovered, was 
burning 
in the rear 
portion of 
the 
building. 
A 
W estern 
Maryland 
freight crew passing about two o’clock 
noticed 
it and report oil it at 
High­ 
field but the first discovery by a Char- 
nnan resident was that of Mr. Martin 
himself 
who lives 
about 200 
yards 
from the store. 
It had been progress­ 
ed too far to save the structure. 
With the budding there burned all 
the 
eootents, 
consisting 
of 
the 
line of merchandise usually carried in 
a 
country store. 
All of the 
tickets 
and records of the Western Maryland 
railroad office at the place were burn­ 
ed, together with all of the records of 
the post office. 
Mr. Hampton, the postmaster, made 
n habit of taking 
along home every 
night att of the stam ps and money of 
the office and these were accordingly 
saved from destruction. . 
A feed 
shed located 
opposite 
the 
store 
building, and 
occupied at 
the 
time, was destroyed. 
The loss there 
is not great. 
Chumiian is a station on the W est­ 
ern Maryland Railway between Fair­ 
field and Highfield. 
It is at the cross­ 
ing 
of the State Highway 
between 
G ettysburg and Waynesboro and the 
buildings burned were located at the 
side of the road.

Improvements to cost approxim ate­ 
ly $2.">00 were authorized at a meeting 
of the congregation of the 
College 
Lutheran church on W ednesday even­ 
ing. Of this amount $1085 has already 
been subscribed by a comparatively 
small number of members, 
and 
the 
$500 gift made 
by 
William Brecht 
several months ago will also be ap ­ 
plied at this time, so th a t less than 
$1000 remains to he secured. 


The work will include the replacing 
of the tour hot air furnaces with 
a 
modern steam heating 
plant 
with 
radiators a t the windows. This alone 
will cost between $1000 and $1100. 
New floor covering 
will supplant 
the present carpet. It has not been de­ 
cided whether or not a new' carpet will 
be 
laid 
over 
the 
present floor, or 
whether a hardwood floor shall be put 
down, and runners placed in the aisles 
and a t the pulpit. A committee 
with 
Dorsey Dougherty as chairman was 
appointed 
to make a report 
on this 
question. 


The walls ami ceiling 
will be re- 
frescoed in w ater and oil. The fresco­ 
ing will be entirely plain and there 
will be no ornam entation whatever. 
The lighting system of the church is 
to be entirely changed and either the 
semi-indirect or the indirect system 
will be installed.

B ittinger in Berwick township ami 
took from the safe about $K or $10 in 
cash. Ah yet Mr. Bittinger has dis­ 
covered no other loss. He says that. 
h»* has no idee as to the identity 
of 
the unwelcome visitor or visitors. 
The store, which is located about a 
half mile from Bittinger* Station, was 
closed at ten o’clock Wednesday even­ 
ing. The door was locked and bolted 
and entrance was gained a fte r a hole 
had been burned in it. The key was on 
the inside of the door and with this 
the lock was turned, while the sliding 
of the bolt was a very easy task. 
In order to keep the safe door from 
being blown off by burglars Mr. B it- I 
tinger does not lock it a t night, using 
it only as a safeguard against fire, 
and there was no difficulty getting ill 
open when the burglars were once in­ 
side of the building. 
In their haste 
they dropped various papers, 
deeds 
and fire insurance policies with vari­ 
ous other documents littering up the 
floor. 
The discovery of the burglary was 
made 
about 
six 
o’clock by Jam es 
Loughman 
and 
Frank 
Loughman, 
both employes of Mr. Bittinger, who 
were passing the store, noticed 
the 
hole in the door, 
and some 
papers 
scattered 
in 
front 
of the building. 
They quickly notified him and he made 
an investigation which revealed 
the 
facts as stated.

Efforts are being made to get some 
clue as to the identity of the thief or 
thieves, but apparently 
with 
scant 
hope of success.

dent on the P an am a canal tools act, 
Mr. Clark advanced to th e well of the 
house and in vigorous language advo­ 
cated th e incorporation in th e arm y 
bill of the provision to give the volun­ 
teer system a chance before resorting 
to selection in raising an arm y to send 
against th e G erm ans. 
“I protest 
with all my heart and 
mind and so u l!” h e shouted, “against 
having th e slur of being a conscript 
placed upon the men of M issouri. 
So 
far as M issourians 
a re 
concerned, 
th e re is precious little difference be­ 
tw een a conscript and a convict.” 
T h e sp eak er m ade a defense of con­ 
g ressm en who, in face of attack, have 
stood by the volunteer plan. 
“ For several 
years,” 
th e 
speaker 
said, “th e re has been a sy stem atic ef­ 
fort in congress, in m any new spapers, 
by som e public sp eak e rs and in sun­ 
dry m agazines to belittle, deprecate 
and m inim ize the A m erican volunteer. 
“I resent such perfo rm an ce in the 
n am e of the living and th e dead. 
I 
resent it In the nam e of th e brave 
men who gave us our freedom a n i 
who have m aintained it. 
I resent It 
in the nam e of th e volunteers who 
have shed Im perishable lu stre upon 
A m erican am is and upon th e Amor! 
can republic. 
The volunteer has done 
most of our fighting. 
“If this stupendous w ar continues 
long, conscription may becom e neces­ 
sary. 
In th* light of h istory of E n g ­ 
lish-speaking peoples, we contend It Is 
not necessary now. 
“Conscription always h as been re ­ 
pugnant to men of our blood.

London, A pril 26.— A m erican naval 
miners on the Am erican steam ship 
Mongolia sunk a G erm an subm arine, 
according to advices received here. 
Upon the arrival of tile Mongolia it 
w as stated that a U-boat wa* sighted 
when about HMH* y ards from th e steam-J 
ship. 
One of the shells from th e guns 
on the .Mongolia sm ashed the subm a J 
Tines periscope and the subm ersible, 
is believed to have been sent to the 
bottom . 
The vessel was coing at 
full speed 
when the shot was fired. 
It was on 
T hursday, April 19. 
News of th e attack was given out 
by Captain Rice, of the Mongolia. 
He 
arrived at a British port several days 
ago. 
T he subm arine, he said. was pre­ 
paring 
to 
attack. 
Before 
it 
could 
launch Its torpedo th e navy gunners 
had trained th e ir piece on her. 
The engagem ent took place th e last 
day of the voyage, Captain Rice said. 
The Mongolia was In British w aters. 
The cap tain said th ere was absolutely 
no doubt th e U-boat was bit. The shell 
disappeared entirely. According to the 
captain, a 
shell ricochets when 
its 
strikes th e surface of water. 
It can 
be seen again unless it hits its m a ’k. 
After the shot. the officers from the 
bridge observed through their glasses 
the spot 
w here the subm arine had 
been seen. 
T h ere was nothing In view 
except oil which had risen to th e stir 
face. 
T h e 
subm arine 
was 
dead 
ahead 
w hen the periscope was sighted, late 
In th e afternoon. 
T h e captain gave 
the order for full speed ahead, intend- 
Ing to ram the U-boat. 
The periscope disappeared. 
A few 
minute** later It cam e to the surface, 
this tim e on th e ship's broadside. The 
gunners fired, as th e shell hit the 
periscope, it threw up a m ountain of 
water. 
Captain Rice outlined the incident 
with m odetty. 
He could not quite con­ 
ceal Hie pride he felt in th e achieve 
m e a t of his snip. 
He paid a high trib ­ 
u te to th e gunners 
H e com m ented 
especially upon the m anner in which 
they were h an d le! by the officer who 
directed th e firing of the telling shot. 
“ For five 
days and 
nights," said 
C aptain Rice. "I had 
not 
had 
my 
clothes off. 
We kept a big force of 
lookouts on duty all the time. 
It wa* 
5.20 o'clock in the afternoon th at we 
sighted 
the subm arine 
T he officer 
com m anding the gunners was with me 
on the bridge. 
We had been th* re 
m ost of th e tim e throughout the voy­ 
age. 
"T h ere was a haze over th e sea. We 
bad Just taken a sounding for we w ere 
getting n ea r shallow w ater. 
W e were 
looking at the lead 
when th e firs' 
m ate cried: “T h ere’s a subm arine off 
the port bow.' 
" T h e subm arine was close to ii*, 
too close for her purposes, 
S he we* 
’ subm erging again to m aneuver In a 
b ette r position for torpedoing us 
“W e saw th e periscope go down and 
th e swirl of th e water. 
Quickly or­ 
dered a man at th e wheel to put It 
to starboard. 
We swung th e n o se c f 
th e ship tow ard the spot w here the 
su b m a rin e bad been seen. 
"We w ere going at full speed 
Two 
m inutes afte r we 
first 
sighted the 
V boat. It em erged again HHH* yards 
off. 
Its Intention probably had b e tn 
to catch Us broadside on. 
W hen it 
appeared, we had the stern gun train 
r d full on ft. 
“T he lieutenant gave the com m and, 
th e big gun loom ed. 
We saw th e peri­ 
scope sh atte red 
T he shell and the 
su b m arin e disappeared. 
“I r e r 't speak too highly of th e cool 
m an n er in which the lieutenant hand?. 
ad his crew of gunners 
It was a fine 
exhibition of the efficiency of Amor - 
can naval men.
